In his Sickneſs Dr Day, Biſhop of 
Chichefter, coming to ſee him, began to ſpeak about the 
merciful Promiſes of God, and Free Juſtification by the 
Blood of Chi, who anſwered, What my Lord, Vill vor 
open that Gap now ? then farewel altogether ; Open thi, 
Window to the People, and farewel altogether. And be- 
ieg put in mind of St Peter's denying his Maſter, and that 
He ought not to deſpair; he anſwered, I have denie 
Chriſt 2vi7h Peter, but Ine t repented with Peter. 
IV. Bloody Bonner though he died in his Bed, yet lay 
under the judgment of Impenitency, and as he had been a 

Perſecutor of the Light, and a Child of Darknefs, ſo ir 
Darkneſs and at Midnight his Carcaſe was tumbled into thc} 
Laith, and as a Maurderer was laid among T hieves anc 
1 a Place by God's juſt Judgmeat fitly appointec 
or him. 

V. Arundel, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who ſilencec 
many Proteſtant Miniſters, had his own Tongue ſwelled ſc 
big in his Mouth, that he could reitker ſpeak, eat, Oi 
drink for ſeveral Days, and ſo died of Hurger, who had 
iarved ſo many Chriſtian Souls, and burned many of thei
